Napier Denison of the Oonzales Oh¬ 
s' rvatory, reports that a very severe 
disturbance was recorded on the seis¬ 
mograph at 5 41, p m. yesterday and 
continued for oVer five hours. The 
quake was estimated to have had lta 
centre about 2.100 miles distant, po»- 
a.bly In the vicinity of the Aleutian 
Islands Mr. Denison states that the 
quake was so severe that It had been 
recorded - on seismographs throughout 
the world.

GREAT INCREASE 

Similar estimates placed the total 
wealth In 1925 at $25,673,174,000 and 
in 1921 at $22,195,000,000. "though 
theae figures are not exactly compar¬ 
able In view of certain improvement# 
and additions made In tha. method of 
estimation," tha report points out. The 
figures, however, can be taken to in¬ 
dicate an increase of about $500,000,000 
for the twelve months under review 
over tho previous like period and ap¬ 
proaching an advance of $3,500,000,000 
for the five years 1921-26. 

The largest single Item in tha Do¬ 
minion's national wealth for 1920 was 
agriculture, which reached a total of 
$7,917,718.00. or 29 28 per cent of the 
entire Amount. Thla figure Include# 
tha value of agricultural production 
for the year. 

The second largest element was ur¬ 
ban real property, which reached a 
figure of $7.081476,000. 

' The tangible value of the forest# 
was $1,868,618,000. 

HEALTH OF PROVINCES 

As regards the provincial distribu¬ 
tion of wealth. Ontario ranked first 
with an estimated aggregate wealth of 
$9.130,189,000, or 344 per cent of the 
total, and Quebec second with sift es¬ 
timated total of $0,650,108,000. The 
Western provinces came first in per 
capita wealth. British Columbia held 
first rank in this respect with $3,844; 
Alberta secohd with $3,608; Saskatche¬ 
wan. $3,559 and Manitoba. $2497. Theae 
figures may be compared with $2,902 
and $2498. the per capita wealth of 
Ontario and Quebec, respectively, and

As It was. she had guided and 
Informed the one son she had saved 
for the 8tate, and to her was largely 
owing the excellent conditions under 
which the people lived In his employ¬ 
ment, Her Interest, her criticism, her 
suggestion were Inexhaustible. It was 
with his mother and not his wife that 
Freeland discussed every step In his 
business life snd progress Had he been 
married to a amman like her or like hU 
own daughter Mary, a woman of vialon 
and power coupled with .womanly 
sweetness, he would long since have 
taken his place among those who have 
In them the makings of good govern¬ 
ment. A man. speaking generally, only 
achieves the amount of success his 
wife permits. This was true of Free¬ 
land's Inner life rather than his out¬ 
ward. He had had a lonely uphill fight 
with conscience, and the network of 
welfare by which he had surrounded 
snd guarded hla employees’. interests 
long before the word had been adopted 
by snd Insisted on by the State had , 
never met with Harriet s approval 8he 
waa pleased when he was elected to 
the Town Council solely because she 
Imagined that some social uplift might 
come of It. But as the years went by.

warm in It. and refused steadily to 
stand as mayor." her Intereft slackened 
and she often referred to It contemptu¬ 
ously as the Squabbling Board.
